PLANS to build two primary 
schools in Haverhill have been 
supported but parents in Clare 
are considering a scheme to 
save their middle school. 

Suffolk County Council has 
unveiled the final plans to reorg¬ 
anise schools in the Haverhill 
area, which involve axing three 
middle schools in the town and 
one at Clare. 

The proposals, which are due go before 
the cabinet on June 24, include building 
two primary schools at Haverhill, to take 
pupils from three to 11 years in future. 
One would be a new Clements Primary 
School, to be built near the Clements 
Family Centre, and the other a replace¬ 
ment for Westfield Primary at the Samuel 
Ward Arts and Technology College site. 

Future use of the Chalkstone, Parkway 
and Castle Hill Middle School sites would 
be carefully considered, but if not needed 
they would be sold for development land 
and the money reinvested in improving 
the remaining schools. 

Cllr Patricia O’Brien, portfolio holder 
for schools, said 13 representations had 
been received on the Haverhill plans 
during the six-week consultation period, 
with issues raised about potential pupil 
numbers and where primary schools 
should be located. 

Concerns were raised by Wickham- 
brook Primary, New Cangle, Westfield 
and Burton End Primaries in Haverhill 
and Clare Middle. 

Coun O’Brien said the new primary 
school plans had met with general 
approval and all the issues raised would 
be considered before the final decision 
was made.

Rosalind Turner, director for children 
and young people, said similar issues had 
been raised about Clare as had been the 
case in the original consultation. 

It was still planned to close Clare 
Middle School, but she understood that 
the Clare group might put forward a 
proposal for a Foundation Trust secon¬ 
dary school, perhaps including pupils 
from the Essex catchment area. This 
would be considered if it was received, 
but the council thought there was 
insufficient call for more school places. 

A Foundation Trust school would own 
its own building, run and manage its own 
staff in partnership with parents and 
businesses, but would still be part of the 
county council school system. 

If the final plans are approved, middle 
schools in Haverhill and Clare would 
close in September 2011, with pupils 
staying on at primary until they are 11. 

Cllr O’Brien said: “A two-year trans¬ 
ition period has been included in the 
review timetable. This will help to ensure 
adequate preparation has taken place to 
make the transition as smooth as possible 
for everyone involved. 

“It also allows us to provide training 
and development opportunities for our 
staff to ensure they can help youngsters 
improve their levels of achievement.”

on High Street plans

AN ANGRY businessman has 
condemned revised plans for 
pedestrianisation of Haverhill 
High Street as unworkable and 
slammed transport officials for 
failing to directly consult him 
on the issue over the past 30 
years. 

Christopher Gurteen attended Mon¬ 
day’s meeting of the Haverhill Part¬ 
nership Forum to point out that he had 
not been informed of new revised plans 
to pedestrianise the High Street, which 
had been discussed by the group’s 
executive committee. 

Although he had been visited by 
Kevin Shipp, of Suffolk County 
Council, on May 13, Mr Gurteen said no 
mention had been made to him of new 
pedestrianisation plans. 

The executive committee was told 
that Kevin Shipp was working with 
local businesses to draw up a new 
proposal with access for up to 20 permit 
holders to use the Market Hill, then 
turn right up Quaker Lane, which will 
have a one-way traffic flow, on to a new 
access road into the car park and exit 
through Helions Road. 

Restrictions would be on Sunday to 
Friday from 10am to 4pm, and Saturday 
from 6am to 6pm. 

Mike Manning told the committee he

would ask Mr Shipp to investigate 
reversal of one-way traffic along 
Quakers Lane, use of car parking 
spaces on High Street, enforceability, 
and the barrier for the High Street. 

Mr Manning would also ask Mr Shipp 
to discuss with Steve Boor a traffic 
study of the area, as the last one was 
carried out in 2000. 


It was agreed in principle to support 
the revised scheme with more detail for 
consultation. 

Mr Gurteen, whose factory site at 
Chauntry Mill, Haverhill, takes access 
from the High Street, said: “It is typical 
of the attitude I have had the whole 
time, I have never been consulted on 
pedestrianisation. 

“We are the most important cog at the 
heart of pedestrianisation and I don’t 
understand why people won’t talk to me 
about it. 

“We have up to 200 traffic movements 
a day and now they are talking about 
taking traffic up Quakers Lane. It is a 
stupid idea, we have lorries leaving our 
site, how are you going to get them up 
Quakers Lane? It is ridiculous.” 

Ann Gower, chairman of the partner¬ 
ship, said Mike Dawson, St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s lead officer for 
Haverhill, would speak to Mr Gurteen. 

The executive had received a 
presentation from Mr Manning of 
Suffolk County Council, not Mr Shipp, 
and the plans were being finalised 
before being put out to widespread 
consultation. She said the committee’s 
minutes would be changed to reflect the 
fact that Mr Gurteen had not been 
consulted. 

Cllr Gower said: “A briefing note is 
being prepared and this will go before 
the area working party in July 

“There is a lot of further consultation 
to go on and we will make sure you are 
involved in that”.

Housing group is blasted 
over move to new homes

AN 87-YEAR-OLD grand¬ 
mother is furious after 
receiving a letter outlining 
plans to redevelop her 
sheltered housing complex 
when she has not yet been 
found a new home. 

The resident of Horace Evens 
Close in Withersfield Road, Hav¬ 
erhill, who asked not to be 
named, suffers from angina and 
said anxiety over the move was 
making her ill. 

Redevelopment plans for the 
complex were announced by 
Havebury Housing in April. The 
complex provides general needs 
housing and some units for 
people with disabilities, but it no 
longer meets sheltered housing 
standards and its operators say

it cannot be easily or econ¬ 
omically converted. 

The resident said she was one 
of five remaining tenants yet to 
be found a new home. One even 
had surveyors measuring up in 
her home while she was still 
living there. 

The woman said: “These are 
our homes and their main 
priority should be finding us 
new places before they start 
planning what they are going to 
do here. 

“We know we have to move, 
but I don’t see why I should move 
into a bedsit when I have a flat 
here. 

“They said we would get £4,000 


and help with moving costs, but I 
have nowhere to move to. They 
tell me there is nothing else 
available at the moment, and it is 
not a nice thought at my age that 
you have to wait for someone to 
die to get a home. 

“If anything happens to me it 
will be down to Havebury. Why 
didn’t they make sure they had 
places available for us before 
they started.” 

A spokesman for Havebury 
said more than two thirds of the 
residents had been found new 
accommodation, and it would 
continue to look for accommod¬ 
ation to suit individual needs. 

The spokesman said: “The 
resident in question has been 
offered a number of alternatives. 
These include a new two- 
bedroom flat. This was turned 


down as the resident’s family felt 
that sheltered accommodation 
was necessary. 

“A bedsit was then found at 
William Blake sheltered scheme 
in Haverhill but this was refused 
as a family member already lived 
at the scheme. Accommodation 
at Westbourne Court sheltered 
scheme in the town has also been 
offered but again refused, al¬ 
though this is now being re¬ 
considered.” 

Shelagh Green, head of hous¬ 
ing at Havebury, said: “The 
welfare of our residents is our 
primary concern. 

“We are closely supporting all 
our tenants throughout the 
process and will do our utmost to 
ensure that everyone is found a 
new home which they are happy 
to move into.”

Walk-in clinic will enhance, 
not replace, GP surgeries 


Sir, I read your recent 
article on the new GP-led 
centre planned for 
Haverhill (GPs keep up 
fight for walk-in clinic 
rethink - May 29) with 
interest. 

There are two things that I 
would like to clarify: each 
PCT in the country is 
expanding its services to 
include one new GP-led 
centre funded by the 
Government; and only 
large urban areas are due 
to have GPs surgeries 
merged under one roof, 
described as a polyclinic. 
We are at an important 
point now in developing 
the only new GP-led 
health centre for Suffolk. 
The key benefit is that it 
will be open from 8am- 
8pm, 365 days a year. The 


planned extra service will 
give people better access 
to primary care and other 
community provision to 
enhance rather than 
replace existing family 
doctor services. 

After discussion with local 
people, the PCT agreed 
the new services would be 
located in Haverhill, based 
upon identified clinical 
need in that area. This 
development is being 
supported by the Haverhill 
Locality Group, which was 
formed from local 
representatives to provide 
local advice to the 
development. 

Working with partners, 
including GPs from all 
three surgeries in 
Haverhill, we are looking 
at the options for services 


to be provided in the town. 
In line with the 
Government targets for 
this positive initiative, we 
are scheduling the first 
elements of the new 
centre to go live in April 
2009. 

We have a growing and 
ageing population and, 
with that in mind, we 
expect to see more people 
using NHS services over 
the coming years, and it is 
important now that we 
plan for this demand and 
consider different types of 
service which will suit 
modern lifestyles.

Free drop-off points to 
be installed at hospital 


SHORT stay parking at West Suffolk 
Hospital will be free from July 1. 

As part of the annual review of car 
parking, a range of drop-off points will 
be introduced around the Bury St 
Edmunds hospital, which will allow 
drivers to take in samples, go for blood 
tests or help infirm passengers into the 
building. People will be able to park in 
the zones for up to 20 minutes. 

As well as the drop-off points, VINCI 
Park Services, which is responsible for 
managing the car parks, has worked 
with the hospital to produce a new car 
parking leaflet outlining the services 
available at the site and the discounts 
offered to frequent visitors and those 
with special circumstances. 


Hospital chief executive Chris Bown 
said: “We appreciate that car parking 
charges are a cause for concern for 
some people, and have been listening 
very carefully to the opinions of those 
using the hospital. 

“The leaflet has been produced and 
drop-off points introduced as a direct 
result of requests from our outgoing 
public and patient involvement forum 
and car park working group and are 
something we are sure visitors will 
find useful.” 

The annual increase in car parking 
charges will see staff paying an extra 
5p a day while visitors will pay an extra 
20p for a two-hour stay, or 30p for 
between two and four hours.

Brighter future lies 
ahead for Andrew 


Young Andrew Hendriks has bounced back 
from his latest operations to help manage his 
spina bifida and hydrocephalus. Reporter JO 
PEEKS speak with his mum, Roz. 


P lucky Andrew 

Hendriks is a bundle 
of energy and loves 
bouncing on his 
trampoline, even though 
he has endured numerous 
operations since he was 
born and has had to have 
tubes inserted into his 
body. 

Andrew has recently celebrated 
his fifth birthday and is happily 
attending mainstream school at 
Burton End Primary School in 
Haverhill, despite facing many 
more difficulties in life than his 
classmates. 

The youngster was born with 
spina bifida and hydrocephalus 
and had to have a shunt inserted 
into his brain to drain off fluid at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital when he 
was a baby. He had to have a 
cyst the size of a cricket ball 
removed from his spine at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital in 
London and his parents, Roz 
and Marcel, of Queensway, 
Haverhill, did not know if he 



would ever be able to walk. 

In 2004, the Best Mates Trust 
charity, set up by two mothers 
who lost their sons in a car 
crash, paid a £2,000 grant so 
that a playroom could be 
provided for Andrew where he 
could play safely without 
dislodging the shunt in his brain, 
which could cause brain 
damage. 

The trust also paid for a cabin 
bed with drawers underneath 
where all the equipment he 
needs can be stored, leaving 
room for toys in his room. 

Andrew has shown remarkable 
resilience and could not wait to 
get back home after major 
surgery last year, which has 
made his life even more difficult 
in the short term. The spina 
bifida which Andrew suffers from 
means a catheter has to be used 
to remove urine from his body. In 
a complex 11 -hour operation last 
year, Andrew was given a 
bladder augmentation by 
removing part of his bowel to 
make his bladder bigger. 

Further tests are being carried 
out and Andrew could face 
further surgery in future to 
replace the valves and pump 
system which have been 
inserted into his body. He left 
hospital with three insertions 
where tubes must be fitted into 
his body and three litres of saline 
solution must regularly be 
flushed through his system. 
Although his condition means 
the family cannot be away from 
the house for long periods and a 
huge amount of equipment is 
needed, Andrew takes it all in his 
stride. 

Roz said: “He is amazing, he is 
always on the go. His latest 
surgery was two operations in 
one and he was supposed to be 


in intensive care for a week, but 
after three days the nurses had 
to hold him down to sedate him 
because he wanted to leave. 

“We were told in 2006 that they 
were not likely to do any surgery 
until he was 12 years old and I 
hated the thought of him being in 
nappies until he was 12. At least 
he should be able to get out of 
them sooner, but it has made life 
more difficult because he cannot 
socialise because you cannot 
take everything with you and we 
cannot leave the house for more 
than three hours. 

“The school has been brilliant 
and the staff have trained to 
catheterise him. He could not 
wait to get back to school and 
was soon going round showing 
everyone his scars.” 

She added: “Because of the 
spina bifida his legs are very 
skinny and mis-formed, more like 
a two year old’s, and he has no 
muscle tone at all. He loves his 
trampoline and hopefully it will 
help strengthen his legs. I would 
like to do some more fundraising 
to help his development, as 
everything he needs is so 
expensive. 

“We are going on holiday soon to 
Holland to see his grandparents 
and I am dreading it because 
there is so much to take with us. 
There is never a moment to 
spare, there is always something 
he has to have done.” 

Roz became very ill after 
Andrew’s birth and was left with 
a disability, which meant she had 
to leave her job as a custody 
officer for Hertfordshire police 
and she now works as an 
administration officer at Haverhill 
Police Station. Anyone who can

Authority will be running a 
two-year pilot scheme pro¬ 
viding a non-means tested 
bursary of £6,531 per year. 
Until now, the bursary has 
only been available to 
students studying a nursing 
diploma. 

The move is set to have a 
significant impact on those 
undertaking nursing degree 
programmes, especially as 
the duration of the course 
and work placement comm¬ 
itments often mean it is diff¬ 


icult for students to under¬ 
take part-time employment 
while they are studying. 

The faculty of health, 
wellbeing and science at the 
university offers courses in 
the areas of health and well¬ 
being, human biology, mid¬ 
wifery, nursing, nutrition 
and health, operating 
theatre practice, radio¬ 
graphy, social work and 
sports science, and still has 
places available on some of 
these programmes starting 
this September.

“When asked the children 
are desperate to see the 
sea, so a trip is planned to 
Walton-on-the-Naze. 

“We are grateful for the 
kindness that people show 
when the children are 
here.”

TEENAGER Sasha El- 
Halwani was given the 
chance to share her hopes 
and dreams for Suffolk 
over the next two decades 
with an audience of 
policy makers and key 
local figures. 

The 15 year old addressed a 
huge gathering of mayors, 
business people, councillors and 
dignitaries at the launch of the 
Suffolk Strategic Partnership’s 
20-year plan, Transforming 
Suffolk. 

Sasha, a pupil at Castle Man¬ 
or Business and Enterprise 
College in Haverhill, told her 
audience she planned to join 
MI5 or become Home Secretary 
But in the meantime she will 
continue to represent young 
people who wanted their views 
to be to be heard, but not to be 
lectured. 

Speaking about her home 
town of Haverhill, she said she 
wanted to see more facilities 
such as youth centres, a greater 
police presence to tackle drink, 
drugs, violence and knife crime, 
and to make young people feel 
safer on the streets. 

She said more parenting 
advice should be provided to 
adults, rather than just in 
schools, and more green spaces 
were needed, along with a better 
range of shops. 

Sasha said: “At Castle Manor 
we have a young chamber group 
and a youth council so that 
young people have a chance to 
input their views. 

“I think local authorities 
should pay more attention to 


youth issues so what children 
say would be taken into account. 

“If our youth was heard 
perhaps areas like Haverhill 
would not have such a bad 
reputation and people would 
stop calling us all chavs.” 

Launching the partnership 
group’s blueprint, chairman 
Lady Clare Euston said the aim 
was to create an economically 
vibrant county with a more 
skilled workforce, which would 
eventually be the greenest and 
safest in the country 

She said: “These are the first 
steps in what we know will be a 
very challenging journey. It is 
going to be 20 years of hard 
graft, but it will be worth every 
minute of it. 

“Suffolk is a very special 
county and the aim of our plan 
it to make it truly exceptional 
for all of the people here.” 


The 60-page plan has four key 
themes: 

■ a prosperous and vibrant 
economy, 

■ creating the greenest county, 

■ safe, healthy and inclusive 
communities, and 

■ learning and skills. 

It encompasses virtually 
every element of everyday life 
in the county and provides an 
aspirational view of how Suff¬ 
olk should look in 20 years’ time. 

The vision includes boosting 
the biotech industry and links 
to Cambridge, increasing post- 
16 training, especially in Hav¬ 
erhill and Forest Heath, 
reducing the county’s carbon 
footprint by 60 per cent by 2028, 
reducing crime and disorder 
and increasing inclusiveness by 
promoting healthy lifestyles and 
better mental health care.

SPIRALLING fuel prices are 
hitting an air ambulance 
hard with rapid increases 
costing the charity an extra 
£40,000 a year. 

The East Anglian Air Ambu¬ 
lance, which covers Cambridge¬ 
shire, Hertfordshire and Suffolk, 
needs £2.6 million a year to run its 
service. 

But the increase in fuel prices has 
left it thousands of pounds short of 
funds for its two helicopters. 

Simon Gray, executive director of 
East Anglian Air Ambulance, said: 
“Prices year on year have gone up 
by some 30 per cent, which means 
we will need to find a further 
£35,000 to £40,000 per annum across 
the two helicopters. 

“Anglia One is a seven day per 
week operation whilst Anglia Two 
is only currently operational for 
five days per week.” 

The organisation had hoped to 
increase the Anglia Two flights to 
seven days a week, later this year, 
but this is dependent on fund¬ 
raising. 

In Cambridgeshire the helicopter 
is manned by Magpas’s lifesaving 
emergency medical team. At night, 
the volunteer doctors and para¬ 
medics fly to the scene of accidents 


on the police helicopter, which has 
also been affected by the crippling 
hikes in fuel costs. 

Christian Morris, Magpas spokes¬ 
man, said: “The increases in fuel 
costs really hit the emergency 
services - particularly ones that are 
charities like ours. 

“The running costs of emerg¬ 
ency road vehicles and helicopters 
have gone up considerably in the 
past 12 months. People are ob¬ 


viously tightening their belts at the 
moment because of the credit 
crunch, but it is still vitally imp¬ 
ortant to support local, lifesaving 
charities before it’s too late.” 

The air ambulance burns 312 
litres of jet fuel per hour and the 
helicopters are flown to the scene of 
serious accidents and to fund¬ 
raising events across the three 
counties to raise the profile of the 
service. 


Preferential rates are given to the 
charity, which refuels at Cambridge 
Airport and RAF Wyton among 
other locations, but Mr Gray said 
the cost was still taking its toll. 

He added: “Despite these issues, 
funds are still coming in and we are 
hopeful that the people of the 
region will continue to support us.”

Unitary plan is 
well supported 


THERE has been strong supp¬ 
ort throughout St Edmunds- 
bury for a West Suffolk-based 
unitary authority 
A list of reasons why a West Suffolk 
unitary is being favoured is available 
on the borough council’s website. 
Within a week of the list going public, 
20 local organisations had given the 
plan their backing. 

So far nearly 100 supportive resp¬ 
onses have come in. 

From a list of 14 different reasons 
for a unitary authority: 

■ 87 per cent of respondents said they 
want their Council Tax invested in 
West Suffolk services and activities, 

■ 80 per cent agreed that a unitary 
covering more than 700,000 people 
across all of Suffolk risks being 
cumbersome and remote, 

■ 79 per cent said priorities for people 
in West Suffolk are different to those 
in East Suffolk, 

■ 72 per cent said West Suffolk has its 
own unique identity, 

■ 79 per cent thought a West Suffolk 
unitary would be more democratic, 
and 

■ 83 per cent said communicating 
with one locally-based organisation 
would be quicker and simpler. 

Organisations so far supporting the 
move include residents and comm¬ 
unity associations, churches, groups 
such as Women's Institutes and 
societies representing disabled 
people, plus business and housing 
associations, including Havebury 
Housing Partnership. 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader of the

borough council, said: “In our sub¬ 
mission to the Boundary Committee 
we said it was vital that any new local 
government authority should be large 
enough to be strategic, cost effective 
and take the big decisions, but small 
enough to keep in close contact and 
work with, and be accountable to, its 
local communities. 

“The level of support and strength 
of feeling for this from local resi¬ 
dents, groups and associations - those 
at the heart of our communities - has 
been remarkable and shows how 
much people care about West Suffolk. 

“If a change to unitary government 
is indeed introduced in Suffolk 
almost everyone I meet here seems to 
believe that a West Suffolk unitary 
would be best - and infinitely better 
than a giant and remote organisation 
trying to balance the very different 
needs of people all over the county - 
not only for West Suffolk, but the 
county as a whole.”

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Electric cars get charged up 
for the British Motor Show

THE electric car revolution 
is growing, with more and 
more firms out to prove 
that they don’t have to be 
confined to the size of 
small city runabouts. 

These fully-charged, eco- 
friendly motors will be out in 
force at this year’s British 
International Motor Show, which 
returns to London’s ExCeL in 
July, at a special Electric Vehicle 
Village. 

The Village will bring together 
one of the largest collections of 
zero-emissions vehicles ever seen 
in the UK, with more than 20 
vehicles propelled solely by 
battery power. 

On show will be the NICE Super 


Light sportster, the two-seater 
Tesla Roadster and models from 
new brand Quiet Cars, all with the 
more well-known electric cars 
from G-Wiz. 

Electric vehicles are around 70 
per cent greener than the 
equivalent petrol or diesel-driven 
car, and this is becoming is an 
increasingly important 

consideration for new car buyers. 

Vehicle emissions levels now 
directly affect motoring costs, 
mainly through vehicle excise duty, 
with electric cars exempt from the 
congestion charge in London. 

They even get the courtesy of 
free parking in Westminster and 
other surrounding boroughs. 

The British International Motor 
Show, which runs from July 23- 


August 3, is expected to 
attract more than 550,000 
visitors. Tickets, from £10 
for adults, are available 
from www.british motor 
show.co.uk or 0871 230 
5588. 

London’s NICE electric 
car company does make 
city cars, like the Mega 
City, but it will be 
showcasing the Super 
Light sports car. 

The firm is keen to 
stress that the Super Light 
is not a production car, 
but shows what is possible 
when car design starts 
from the principle of electric- 
drive upwards. 

Featuring striking gull-wing 
doors, it was designed around a 
carbon fibre cell, with advanced 
electronics replacing traditional 
mechanical assemblies. 

NICE co-founder Evert 
Geurtsen says: “Even in the midst 
of a credit crunch and with 
soaring prices, NICE car owners 
are laughing. 

“No congestion charge, no road 
tax, parking concessions and 2p 
per mile motoring. It doesn’t get 
much nicer than that.” 

But saving money is far from 
the only reason to own one, he 
says. 

The small, stylish cars emit no 
unfriendly gases - there’s no 
tailpipe at all, they are low-noise 
and are easy to park, they are 
voluntarily crash-tested for front, 
side, and rear impacts, and are 
nearly 100 per cent recyclable. 


The electric cars market was 
further boosted by the news from 
newly-formed Liberty Electric 
Cars , which is investing £30 
million in the re-engineering of 
large luxury cars and 4x4s into 
emission-free, high-performance 
electric vehicles. 

The company, which is looking 
at several locations for a possible 
manufacturing base, including 
south-west England, will design 
and manufacture a unique electric 
drivetrain platform to power a 
wide range of large vehicles. 

It hopes that annual vehicle 
production, which will include the 
world’s first zero-emission, 
electrically powered Range Rover, 
will be in the tens of thousands 
and will create around 250 new 
technology and manufacturing 
jobs. 

Barry Shrier, Liberty founder 
and CEO, says: “The Liberty 
Range Rover takes electric vehicle 
technology into a new sector, to

large luxury cars that people 
aspire to drive, particularly in 
cities and urban environments 
where environmental controls are 
becoming increasingly tighter.” 

Shrier says its Range Rover will 
power its way through 200 miles 
before needing a charge, and some 
models will carry range-extending 
generators. The car will cost 
between £95,000 and £125,000, 
depending on model and 
specification. 

While he admits that the market 
for electric cars is still in its early 
stages, rapid growth is expected 
as legislation, social awareness, 
and technological advances 
accelerate change in transport 
choices.

Bircher backing Biller 
to excel in open water 


AFTER the disap¬ 
pointment of failing to 
qualify for Beijing, 
Haverhill swimmer Alan 
Bircher has now set his 
sights on a fresh 
challenge of coaching 
his girlfriend Stefanie 
Biller. 

The duo have embarked on 
an adventure as coach and 
swimmer with the aim of 
Biller finishing in the top five 
places in the Open Water 
swimming events in the 
London 2012 Olympic Games 
in four years’ time. 

Biller, who is senior female 
club captain at West Suffolk 
Swimming Club, is an 
outstanding young long 
distance swimmer who has 
already proved she can 
compete with the best in 
the world. 

The 22 year old won silver 
in the 5km open water race at 
the 2004 European Champion¬ 
ships in Madrid and, at the 
2006 European 

Championships in Budapest, 
she added a bronze to her 
personal medal haul in the 
gruelling 25km open water 


event, finishing just 10.4 
seconds behind the gold 
medallist after five-and-a-half 
hours of swimming. 

She transferred from 
Germany to train in Bath in 
the summer of 2006 to 
combine her training with 
studying for a Foundation 
Degree in Sports Performance 
at the University of Bath. 

Although swimming in the 
open sea, lakes and docks is 
what open water is really 
about, most of Biller’s 
training will be pool-based 
with a lot of distance training 
done at the West Suffolk club. 

Biller now continues her 
assault on the Marathon 
World Cup, where she will 
compete in five races on 
successive weekends. 

Having opted out of the first 
three events earlier in the 
season, Biller will have to 
play catch-up in the points 
tables and make the most of 
the next five races, starting in 
Italy on July 6 

Biller then swims in Serbia, 
Macedonia and Canada, a 
total racing distance of 151km 
in five weekends, with the 
final 15km taking place in 
Mexico in October.
